TO DELEGATION. CONFERENCE WILL BE HELD IN THE AMPLE FACILITIES 
OF THE PALACION LEGISLATIVO, A FIVE MINUTE RIDE FROM THE EMBASSY. 
EMBASSY WILL MAKE THREE OFFICES AVAILABLE. CONFERENCE ROOM 
WILL BE AVAILABLE FOR DELEGATION MEETINGS. 

3. TWO FULL TIME EMBASSY AMERICAN SECRETARIES CA BE MADE 
AVAILABLE. OVERTIME ESTIMATED AT 50 HOURS OR APPROXIMATELY 
$350.00. 

4. A) EMBASSY AND DAO WILL PROVIDE ONE VEHICLE EACH PLUS 
CHAUFFEUR FROM MISSION RESOURCES. USAID WILL PROVIDE 
ONE VEHICLE. OVERTIME COST ESTIMATE FOR TWO MISSION 
CHAUFFEURS WORKING FOR ENTIRE CONFERENCE IS $220.00. 

B) THE DELEGATION CAN RENT THREE ADDITIONAL VEHICLES FOR 
MARCH 8-16 PERIOD AT A COST OF APPROXIMATELY $480.00
